00 VINA SHOWS GROWTH 


IN PlAJJT FIVE YEARS 


Covinaj with other cities in 


Southern California, has made a 
large Increase in its population 
during the past five years, ac- 
cording to figures made public 
this week by State Controller 
Ray If. Riley. His estimates are 
based on estimates submitted to 
him by the city clerks of 248 
municipalities in the state. 


The population of Covina, ac- 


cording to the census of 1920, 
was 1999, and on June 30, 1925, 
was 3064, an increase of over 33 
per cent during the five years, 


Mr. Riley's estimates show 


that the 248 municipalities had 
a population of 4,037,432 on 
June 30, 1926. The federal cen- 
sus of 1920 gave California a to- 
tal population of 3,426,861, of 
which 1,095,132 was rural. Mr. 
Riley estimates the rural popu- 
lation and communities making 
no return to him as having been 
1,028,056 on June 30,1925, which 
would give the state a total pop- 
ulation on that date of 5,066,- 
288.

County Receives 


Permission for 
Building of Dam 


The Los Angeles flood control dis- 


trict at a meeting of tlje federal 
power commission at Washington 
Friday, was given the right to build 
a dam across the San Gabriel river 
at the Forks on certain lands held 
under the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission as land applied for for the 
production of water power. The com- 
mission reserves the right to control 
water power which may be develop- 
ed later, either by the flood control 
district, or with its permission. 


The action of the commission prac- 


tically guarantees the issuance by 
the interior department of the per- 
niit legally necessary for the building 
of the dam. Sometime ago Commis- 
sioner Spry, head of the general 
land office, recommended that a per- 
mit be granted. 


Secretary Work was in accord with 


the recommendation but found that 
the permit could not be issued unless 
the federal power commission would 
release cerjtain lands under its con- 
trol. This action now hasheen taken 
and tt is expecteB'TfiatTlB^ofrlcrSl 
issuance of the construction permit 
will take place shortly. 


The paragraph dealing with the 


San Gabriel dam in the report to 
the federal power commission is as 
follows: 


"There has been referred to the 


commission the application of the 
Los Angeles county flood control 
district for a right of way under the 
provision of the acts of 1891 and 
1S9S for tho San Gabriel reservoir on 
San Gabriel river, California. The 
proposed right of way affects cer- 
tuin lands included in the power 
reservation in pursuance of filing an 
application (project No. 125) under 
the federal water power act. But as 
no permit or license for the project 
is now contemplated, the application 
has been withdrawn. 


"The proposed use of the reser- 


voir for the maintenance of flood 
control, conservation and irrigation 
is consistent with the most beneficial 
development of the water resources 
of the canyon. The commission ex- 
ecutes a stipulation covering the 
possible development of water by 
the district or with its permission 
in connection with the proposed pro- 
ject. Approval is recommended, sub- 
ject to such special conditions." 


The commission approved the rec- 


ommendation. 


The question of the right of way 


for the construction railroad design- 
ed to carry materials, supplies and 
men to the dam site has not been 
settled. It is before the secretary of 
agriculture, as the desired right of 
way is under the control of the for- 
est service, agriculture department. 


It is expected that Secretary Jar- 


dine will return to Washington 
about the 28th inst., and probably 
will settle the question of the rail- 
road right of way at that time. Indi- 
cations point to action favorable to 
the flood control district.

Fighting Jack Frost— 


We have always believed in that old saying "In time 


of peace prepare for war,'' particularly as it applies to the 
control of adverse weather and other conditions affecting 
the production or quality of our farm and orchard crops. 


Wei hope, therefore, that our readers will pardon our 


referring to orchard heating at a time of the year when the 
, 


most of us would prefer some method ol reducing the tem- 
perature instead of raising it. Possibly some day a genius 
will be born who can devise a way of storing up these ex- 
treme temperatures and releasing them when and., where 
needed to effect such moderations as our various crops may 
demand,'but until then these said crops must depend for 
protection from th'e elements upon individual efforts. 


Orchard heating, especially in many of the citrus grow- 


ing sections of the state has come to be a recognized neces- 
sity. This of course applies to the more exposed parts of 
such sections. There are,1 however, none of these_ sections 
where heating is required every winter and herein is the 
reason, why more citrus orchards are not equipped with 
heaters as well as also being the reason why some growers 
with such Equipment occasionally fail to get it placed in 
their orchards in time for action. 


The psychological effect of temperatures on the human 


mind is rather remarkable in that, following a winter of 
damaging cold, everyone prepares to combat the cold the 
following winter while a mild winter lulls them to sleep in 
the belief that cold winters are a thing of the past and need 
never be feared again. 


The fact of the matter is, the temperature of one winter 


in no way controls the next so that growers should pay 
little attention.to past temperatures except possibly #s they 
serve to make jj|p the general average that we all use as a 
basis for guessing, on future conditions. 


There are, of course, many sections where damaging 


cold is of such seldom occurrence that it would not pay 
citrus growers to equip for heating but in all sections where 
past records show that damaging frosts have occurred on 
an average of, say, 1;wo winters out of seven, we believe

chards in areas subject to damaging frost were equipped 
for heating.

Too Early Marriages— 


Sixteen hundred boys and 12,834 girls 15 years of age 


were listed as married in the last United States census. 
Eighty-two boys and 499 girls of the same age were record- 
ed as widowed or divorced. While these figures are not 
great in comparison with the total population they are 
sufficiently impressive., 


In earlier times marriages were contracted at ages much 


younger than the average now. It was not uncommon a 
hundred years ago for girls of 17 or 18 to marry, but cer- 
tainly the man in such cases was older. However, in those 
times a woman was old at 30. Then she put on a cap and 
expected to be given the deference due one who has seen a 
long life. 


At the same time not the most hopeful results could be 


expected from marriages in this day of those who have 
scarcely reached the age of discretion. The normal boy or 
girl is not through high school at 15 years. It is quite clear 
that those who enter wedlock at that age prefer marriage 
to education. Perhaps they think they do not need it when 
married and those who will take such a step so early m lite 
probably would not be benefited by further schooling. 


The percentage of married persons up to 44 years also 


shows an increase over the previous census. Despite the 
gain in divorces there is no fear of marriage, or at least not 
enough to produce a decreased proportion. Marriage is a 
normal state of normal people, but mating at 15 years is 
scarcely the normal action of normal youths.

RINEHART'S SO-CALLED WATER MACHINE 


RECEIVES A SPANKING FROM 


ONE OF ITS DIRECTORS 


Osburn Burke, wealthy rancher of Rivera and until thirty days ago 
a director of Rinehart's Water Rights Association, in the following 
open letter published in the Pico-Rivera News, rips the mask from 
the sinister motives of the machine built up around the supervisor- 
ial incumbent: 


The supervisor political pot is still 


boiling, or boiling still, anyway you 
put it there seems to be some political 
intoxication mixed with it—if not that, 
an itchy palm. I remember not so 
many moons ago, our good old friend, 
George Rinehart, stated, "It did not 
make much difference which;man be- 
came our supervisor, Beaty or Gogs- 
well, our San Gabriel Water scrap 
would be in good hands," and all'at 
once up jumped the devil. Our water 
rights association was all at once 
transferred from a water fighting ma- 
chine to a political machine, like a 
mushroom springing up over-night. 
A meeting was held, active water 
fighters who had faithfully put in their 
time and money were kicked out- 
drones who never put up a dollar nor 
any of their time were still retained 
because they were Cogswell men. 
The motion was put through, moved 
and seconded, that Cogswell be en- 
dorsed by the Water Rights associa- 
tion. Carried "by an overwhelming 
vote," "at a rousing meeting," as 
friend Rinehart put it. When in fact 
it was all done by six Cogswell politi- 
cians and then old George Rinehart 
busts loose on Beaty in his sarcastic 
and lambastic style. This is where 
I believe an itchy palm comes in. I 
do not think old George would take 
this change of front just for the fun 
of it. I think he is getting well paid 
for what he can say against Fred 
Beaty. He does a lot of windjamming 
without producing any results but 
theories. Old George's heart and soul 
is not with him in this work. I be- 
lieve he is paid and the more he is 
paid the harder he will lambast, but 
he reminds me of two strangers who 
want to say something but can foster 
no topic but the weather. Old friend 
George is handicapped, he cannot 
rake up anything to say against Beatyr 
so he drifts to his favorite topic, 
"Louie Matthews." 


Matthews is a topic. He never runs 


put of a vocabulary for a good scold- 
ing. 
It is lucky for friend George 


that Matthews came into his life. He 
furnishes him a topic of recreation 
for his fluent pen in the daytime, and 
ghostly, terrible dreams at night. 


Now for the Water Rights associa- 


tion. You will remember several 
months ago, friend Rinehart. was 
scouring the country from the moun- 
tains to the sea, a real Paul Revere, 
shouting his head off about the Pasa- 
dena bugaboo. Well, friend Rinehart 
was not doing that just for the pure 
love of country. He worked in ac- 
cordance to his pay. This I have 
heard. And who paid him? Well, 
right then and there the foundation 
was being laid for the next supervis- 
orial campaign. The water part of it 
was the camouflage, and the real issue, 
was an organization which, I thor- 
oughly believe now, was to get a ma- 
chine in order, and well greased, to 
elect Cogswell. In other words, this 
organization from the start, I believe, 
was nine parts political and one part 
water. If this is not so, and was 100 
per cent water fighting machine, why 


fly the track and endorse Cogswell for 
supervisor? I believe Cogswell knew- 
with our tremendous increase in 
taxes, with a two million dollar jail 
proposition being increased to six mil- 
lions cr more, with the raising of the 
county employes' salaries all along 
the line, that something had to be done 
to fool the people. And now the ques- 
tion is this: Are Cogswell and the 
San Gabriel Water2Rights Associa- 
tion, Inc., going to pull this political 
stunt? Beaty has them scared to 
death and they are bobbing up with 
all kinds of scarecrows to pull the 
deal. I would like to remind you that 
the supervisorial business is a pretty 
fat plum. The supervisor not only 
.sees to it that the surplus money of 
the county^is deposited in banks that 
the supervisors are interested in, but 
with their inside information on coun- 
ty improvements, these supervisors 
have a chance to clean up easy money. 
Of course, this is supposition, but I 
know that Cogswell is interested in 
some kind of a finance concern that 
Mr. H. A. Miller is interested in. 


Supervisors tell us they have reduc- 


ed our taxes. We cannot sell our 
property for near what we could three 
years ago; * We "do not get near the 
returns from our property we did 
three years ago, and we have to dig 
deeper into our pockets for the tax 
money than we ever did before in our 
lives. And then this political clique 
gives some hocus pocus signs and 
wave their outspread fingers before 
our eyes and tell us they have reduc- 
ed taxes. This talk itself is enough 
to make any man with reason vote for 
Beaty. Pass the plum around. Cogs- 
well has had the affair long enough. 
Beaty is going after that money of 
ours that has been spent in the west 
side for the last eight years. Beaty 
has no desire, nor does he intend to 
interfere with Regan's work. 
He 


has said so. This is only a dirty poli- 
tical move to pull votes from Beaty. 
You have noticed that Beaty has 
fought clean, have you not? He is 
not jumping at all kinds of conclusions 
and magnifying them to get votes. 
That is more than you can say of the 
Cogswell-San Gabriel Water Rights 
association bunch. In accordance to 
the Water Rights association, Beaty 
committed an awful offense by hold- 
ing a meeting in, Pasadena, and by 
the way, there are lots of fair-minded 
people in Pasadena who know they 
have no right to the water of the San 
Gabriel,- and Beaty committed an- 
other awful offense when he dared to 
have Louis Matthews throw his sup- 
port for him. Matthews may be all 
wrong, but he made about the best 
and clearest cut witness on the wit- 
ness stand for the people for the San 
Gabriel valley before ~the federal 
water commission. Matthews may 
be all wrong and a h— of a fellow, 
but he usually gets the best of things 
in his own home town and which is 
also Rinehart's own home.

Beginning some seven years ago, 


n a very small way, with only a 
jrief summer season of a month or 
ix weeks, first for boys and then 
or girls, the extraordinarily success- 
ul results were so marked that the 
amp up in the San Gabriel canyon 
>ecame two years ago a permanent 
11-the-year-round one, with a resi 


dent manager in addition to the staff 
>f nurses and helpers. Two school 
eachers, under the Azusa district, 
re maintained 
during 
the nine 


uonths of school time, and at pres- 
nit there arc ninety-two boys in the 
;amp. 


These boys are, without exception, 


rom poor or moderate homes, where 
he heavy expense of unusual care in 
iiet, rest, medical supervision and 
ight recreation could not easily be 
kept up, as is often the case, for a 
fear or' more. While none of the 
>oys have active tuberculosis, still 
all when admitted to the camp arc 
unning a temperature and are far 
under normal condition and weight, 
where a chill, shock, slight illness or 
njury would readily bring about ac- 
ive tuberculosis. 
But today there 


s no disease more easily cured in its 
arly stages than tuberculosis, and 
o see these brown, rosy-cheeked 
oys in the mountain camp, one can 
eadily understand how the outdoor 
ife, nutritious food, excellent care 
nd interesting games build up and 
trengthen the youngsters, 
giving 


hem a new and stronger lease on 
ife. 


In the early days of the camp, 
ind-hearted 
Covina 
people gave 


reely of Sunday-laid eggs, fresh 
ruit, jellies and 'vegetables for the 
hildren, as well as money for the 
'unday ice cream fund, and there 
re a few whose interest still holds. 
iut there is room for constant and 
ustnined helpfulness throughout the 
ear, whenever there is a surplus or 
bundance of fruit, vegetables or 
tits. The 'camp: now. "has its. own 
ruck and whenever the gifts will 
•arrant its coming down for them, 
' either Miss Farmer, at Warner & 
I'hitsel's grocery, or Mrs. Mary M. 
oman be notified, things will be 
ailed for, or as previously, anything 
eft at Warner & Whitsel's will be 
ent up to the camp. 


In our world-wide interest in suf- 


ering ajuL needy childhood, let us 
ot forget _these boys so near us, 
vhose lives need more than the bare 
ecessities. -
